Harrisburg, Sept. 7 (ZP)—Governor 
M artin called today for elim ination 
of the "fix" in traffic citations a s I 
a measure to reduce m ounting high­ 
way fatalities. 
In a letter to every mayor, director 
of safety, burgess, sheriff and chief 
of police in Pennsylvania the gov- I 
ernor declared: 
"No law is stronger th an its en­ 
forcement. 
Too 
many 
violations, 
from double parking to driving while 
intoxicated, are ’fixed’ through per­ 
sonal 
friendship or 
political 
in ­ 
fluence." _______________ 
This, he said, discourages police 
officers in making arrests because 
they know th at no action will be 
taken." 
"In view of the alarm ing increase 
in traffic accidents since V-J Day j 
nothing should be left undone which 
will help to lower our accident 
rate,” he said. "Strict law enforce­ 
m ent is a basic prinicple if we are 
to succeed in our efforts." 
M artin’s letter followed by three 
weeks a statewide highway safety 
conference he summoned to curb an 
increase of ovej 60 per cent in post­ 
war traffic fatalities. His letter ex­ 
plained “there must be stricter en­ 
forcem ent of the law if lives are to 
be saved.”

Of $10,000 000.000 of the $41 500-

30 of the next. Tile 1947 fiscal year

30. 1047.) 
Cong rf'.ss, before it quit fear the 
season, appropriated about $10,000,- 
000,000 for war veterans T hat money 
covers veterans of all wars and 
ranges from education to pensions 
All of the $10,000,000,000 probably 
won't be spent in fiscal 1947, but 
most of it, say, perhaps $9.000000.000, 
will be 
Greatest Ever 
This appropriation 
for 
1947 is 
greater than all the money appro­ 
priated by Congress for veterans 
from fiscal 1942 through fiscal 1946, 
which ended June 30. 
In those five years the total ap­ 
propriation was $8,463,654,000. Moat 
of it—$4,780,000,000 was appropriat­ 
ed for fiscal 1946. But the 1947 ap ­ 
propriation more than doubles last 
year's. 
The 1947 appropriation of $10,000.- 
000,000 is probably the peak yearly 
figure on governm ent spending for 
veterans although the total for each 
'.ear for the next four or five years 
will run fairly close to It. 
This was bound to be an extra­ 
ordinary year since now most of 
World War II veterans are home 
and getting adjusted to civilian life 
again.
